'the council Wednesday night, ex- 
plained that, designation of the per- 
iod of paying taxes was up to the 
council, and that if the 
aldermen 


•wished to extend the time an extra 
month his department %vas equip- 
ped to handle the additional work 
such action would require. 


Extension-pf the tax payment per- 


iod will, he "point out, cost the city 
about $6,000 or ?7,000 more because 
of the necessity of keeping the addi- 
tional help on the payroll for two 
months instead of one, and because 
of the interest that the city would 
lose. 


Alderman Thompson opposed the 


resolution because' he felt that too 
' few people would be benefitted to 
I justify the additional expense. 


"Extension of the 
period for a 


month •will disrupt the entire city 
hall organization," he said. "A small 
proporition of our citizens will of 
' course benefit from the 
additional 


time, but the number is not large 
enough to warrant the additional ex- 
pense to the city. 


"The city also -will lose the inter- 


est for a month or more on several 
thousand dollars, as large tax payers 
•will hold off until the last minute 
as well as those who find it difficult 
to pay sooner.

ENFORCE PROHIBITION 


Congress has definitely decided not 


to increase the appropriation for pro- 
hibition enforcement, although admit- 
ting that enforcement at present is a 
farce and that the sum of $35,000,000 
is wholly inadequate to more ^than a 
semblance of enforcement. The house 
and senate rejected proposals to au- 
thorize a larger sum. Vigorous efforts 
were made to obtain an appropriation 
sufficient for "one honest effort to up- 
hold the 18th amendment" but with- 
out success. 
! 


Much was made of the contention 


that the country can never be made 
totally dry regardless of how. much 
money is employed, and of course this 
is true. The fact has nothing to do 
with the obligation to genuinely at- 
tempt enforcement. Nor does it neces- 
sarily reflect upon the wisdom of the. 
prohibition law. 
We have statutes 


against murder, robbery and other 
crimes, and spend hundfeds of millions 
of dollars annually to prevent them, 
yet all are" committed every day in the 
world. The indictment of prohibition 
must rest on counts other than inabil- 
ity to completely enforce. It must and 
does rest on interference with personal 
liberty and the setting up of moral 
standards that are not properly the 
concern of law. Since there is no pros- 
pect of repealing prohibition there 
should be a bonafide attempt to en- 
force it. This congress is not willing 
to do, thereby making itself a party to 
bootlegging, smuggling 
and illicit 


manufacturing and selling of intoxi- 
cating liquors. Its responsibility in the 
premises is clear. What can the coun- 
try expect from the enforcement uma- 
chinery proper with such an example 
by congress? 


In the course of debate Senator 


Bruce said: 
- 


As muca as 1 abominate prohibition, I 


would prefer that it should bo enforced rath- 
er than that the present disgraceful, heinous, 
flagitious conditions which prevail in this 
country should be ^continued.

amendment was adopted and the Volstead act 
was enacted, that criminality would totally 
desert the hearts of men 


Never in the history of the country were 


the gunmen, the robber, the thief, the rav- 
isher, the political corruptiomst, the bribed 
public servant so in evidence as they are at 
present. 


The attitude of congress toward 


enforcement*, 'does nothing 
toward 


meeting" the'se conditions so truthfully 
portrayed by the senator from Mary- 
land. If congress is unwilling to try 
out real enforcement of prohibition, 
and public sentiment will not force it 
to act, then the law ought to be repeal- 
ed. As it stands now it breeds scandal 
and crime on a scale that cannot go on 
indefinitely. -

PRIVATELY-OWNED PLANES 
Whenever it is suggested that the 


use of privately-owned -airplanes in 
this country will presently rival in ex- 
tent the use of privately owned autos, 
the objection is made that the average 
citizen will never be able to get the 
use of a landing field. 


Miss Amelia Earhart, writing in the 


current issue of Cosmopolitan maga- 
zine, makes a suggestion that may 
provide a good part of the solution. 
She believes that the aviation country 
club will do the trick. 


As more and more people buy 


planes, she says, existing golf 
and 


country clubs will establish small 
landing fields, places for storage of 
planes, and club houses. 


This sounds quite reasonable. The 


ordinary citizen can't hope to keep a 
plane in his back yard, but if he can 
join a club that will have plenty of 
space for such activities he'll be just as 
well off as if he had his own landing 
field. 


THE STATE PARK 


Prof. A. K. Lobeck of the Universi- 


ty of Wisconsin, returning from a trip 
to Europe, reports that one of the fea- 
tures of American civilization that in- 
terests Europeans most is our rapidJ3'- 
growang habit of establishing numer- 
ous state parks. 


"The idea of a state park every 100 


miles or so captivates their fancy," 
says Prof. Lobeck. 
"The fondness 


abroad for the outdoors, and the love 
for picnics,_is unhersally 
apparent, 


but the masses there must go to estab- 
lished places of entertainment Every- 
where tourists or picnickers encounter 
the prospect of invading strictly pri- 
vate properiy."

and new ones are being established 
constantly. It is a splendid program. 
We still .have thousands of square 
miles of unspoiled coantnside; to pre- 
serve as much of it as possible for rec- 
reation is a far-sighted coarse.

The ejsperts have computed the

body weight, and by the day, that 
children should take. The child un 
der one year shoul have 45 calories 
per pound; from two to .five years 
40 calories per pound, from six to 1? 
years, 35 calories per poundj^from 14 
to 17 years, 27 calories^ and from 
18 to 25 years, about 22 calories. 


In daily quantities, under -two 


years' of age approximately 100 cal- 
ories per day are required; at five 
years of age, about 1300 calories 
per da>, at 10 years of age, about 
1700 calories per daj, at 12 years of 
age, about 2000 calories per day; at 
14 years of age, approximately 2500 
calories, and-at 17 for boys about 
3000 -and for girls about 2500. 


Any good book on diet written for 


the public will include a table of 
foods and the proportions necessary 
to provide 100 calories. Such infor- 
mation is fundamental to the selec- 
tion of proper>diets and the quantity 
of food to be eaten.

The one essential for the perfect 
ruit cake is moistness and to in- 
,ure this quality, steam the cake be- 
ore baking. A fruit, cake must be 
horoughly "done" or it will not 
ceep indefinitely. 
Prolonged bak- 


ng has a tendency to dry the fruits 
while only steaming fails to produce 
i cake-like texture, consequently the 
.ombination of cooking methods is 
deal. Line the pans with heavy 
mrchment paper and there will be 
no hard corners or edges. A tube 
pan is particularly good since !t per- 
mits the heat to penetrate from the 
enter as well as the edges. 
Although much of the fruit can be 


•jurchased almost ready to put into 
he cake, some time must be spent 
n preparing the fruits and nuts, so 
t's a good plan to get much of this 
work done the day before the actual 
iakmg of the cake. 
The following recipe is for the tra- 


ditional rich black fruit cake. Choco- 
ate is added 'or richness and color.

America has centered attention on 
the fact that United States citizens 
have never come to Nicaragua in 
large numbers to engage in business. 
There are only about 1,000 in the 
whole country. 


Approximately 700 of this num- 


ber live on the east coast in the de- 
partment or province of Bluefields 
bordering the Caribbean sea, while 
the remaining 300 inhabit the in- 
terior and Pacific coastal regions. 
The United States, however, absorbs 
the greater part of the foreign- trade. 


During 1927 the United States 


took 65 per cent of the exports and 
supplied 70 per cent of the imports. 
The total foreign trade last year, 
amounting to approximately 
$22,- 


000,000, was slightly under the av- 
erage owing- to the 
disturbances 


throughout the country caused by 
the revolution during the first five 
months. 


Lumbering, banana growing, mer- 


chandising and mining - are - the 
chief occupations of the Americans 
inhabiting the east coast and the 
mountainous region adjacent. Much 
of the timber exported is mahogany, 
which sells at a high price in the 
United States. In the inteiror and 
the higher altitudes of the Pacific 
slope coffee is the chief product, 
•while sugar cane is cultivated 
to 


some extent in the level lowlands of 
the Pacifui region. 


Cattle-raising also is an Important 


industry in the interior and Pacific 
slope, though the export market for 
cattle is limited, the principal out- 
let for livestock being Costa Rica to 
the southward. Among the large 
cattle-growers is General 
Emiliano 


Chamorro, ex-president and rated as 
the shrewest politician in all Nica- 
ragua, who owns-a ranch 
contain- 


ing several thousand acres on the 
north, side of lake Managua, on 
which he has a herd of some 12,000 
cattle. Adolfo Benard, reputed to be 
the wealthiest Nicaraguan, is the 
leading grower of sugar cane in the 
country. 
American capital is a 


dominant factor in the development 
of the industries, especially those 
along the eastern coast. A few 
Americans 
have 
acquired 
coffee 


plantations, but the English' and 
Nicaraguans produced by far the 
largest part of the 32,000,000 pounds 
grown in the country last year. 


Ninety per cent of approximately 


800,000 people in Nicaragua live in 
one-half of the area of the country, 
the total of which is slightly over 
49,000 square miles. Fifty per cent 
of the population is 
concentrated 


along" the Pacific coast in an area of 
4,000 square miles; thirty-two 
per 


cent on the Pacific coast uplands; 
eleven per cent on the plains of the 


Department of Chontales, northeast 
of Lake Nicaragua, and seven per 
cent or about 50,000, along the east- 
ern coast in the department of Blue- 
fields, which borders the Carnbbean 
Sea. 


The mining industry in Nicaragua 


is practically at a standstill because 
of the revolution of 1926-1927 and 
the looting by outlaws of several of 
the most profitable properties dur- 
ing the last year. Mining operations 
in Nicaragua are said to be very 
costly both in the matter of install- 
ing the machinery and in transport- 
ing the ore to the seaboard. The 
heavy machinery must be trans- 
ported about 150 miles by oxcart 
during the dry season at heavy ex- 
pense and the ore is sent out on 
pack mules. 


An experiment In banana 
grow- 


ing for export on the Pacific slope 
has been started in the department 
of Chinandega where the rainfall is 
not sufficient 
for successful ba- 


nana growing on a large scale, but 
where irrigation will be necessary 
in order to supply the moisture re- 
quired.

Schaars of the experiment station 
in their cooperative butter market- 
Ing bulletin, note that 48 per cent 
of Wisconsin creameries .are coop- 
erative, making 63 per cent of the 
state's butter. 


Cooperative selling won 
highest 


prices as shown by comparisons 
of 
four 
groups 
of 14 
cream- 


eries each group averaging the same 
in size, with 
14 creameries 
that 


adopted the principle of cooperative 
selling. It -was found that the group 
selling cooperatively received higher 
net prices at the creamery, had low- 
er than the average making cost, 
and outpaid the other groups for 
butterfat, the bulletin says. 


'IpTo strengthen cooperative butter 


marketing, experts say, it is essen- 
tial that more creameries practice 
the principle of co-operative selling; 
that territory between cooperative 
creameries be divided to prevent ex- 
pensive duplication; that grading Of 
cream and butter be made universal; 
and that cream and butter be paid 
for on a graded basis." 


The bulletin 
also suggests the 


adoption of a uniform annual report 
would help much to give patrons ev- 
erywhere a clear 'understanding of 
their business. 


Cooperative manufacture, quality 


improvement and consolidated ship- 
ping within districts, and federation 
with other creameries for coopera- 
tive selling, are the three stages of 
cooperation that exist among cream- 
eries. 
• 


In 1925 experts of the college ot 


agriculture and extension division 
made a personal investigation of 182 
creameries in 29 counties of 64.3 per 
cent of all the cooperative creamer- 
ies in Wisconsin. 


MADE 85,711,441 POUNDS 


The result of this 
investigation 


shows that this number of buttei- 
making industries made 85,711,ill 
pounds of butter during the 
year. 


Figures indicate that this was 80 1 
per cent of the cooperative butter 
in the state, and 50.8 per cent of 
the total butter output. 


In any effort to improve market- 


ing through cooperative organization 
work, the control quality is one -fit 
the most essential policies, according 
to instructors. A complete application 
of the economic principles involved, 
of which strict grading is one feat- 
ure, would' result in a payment to 
farmers of a price which 
reflects 


consumers preference for a grade. 
This, the cooperative bulletin de- 
clares, requires that each farmer be 
credited with the class of cream de- 
livered, and each creamery with the 
quality of butter sold. 


Wisconsin cooperative butter, ac- 


cording to the representations of 
creamery officers and employees, is 
practically all sold as a 92 score pro- 
duct, or as the trade calls it, cream- 
ery extras. 


Messers Macklin and Schaars- in 


their booklet suggest that hauling 
costs for many creameries would be 
considerably decreased if there were 
an appointment of creamery terri- 
tory among1 creameries, instead of 
the wide-spread 
criss-crossing ot 


cream routes of neighboring factor- 
ies. 


The personal survey made by the 


state institution'Indicates that mak- 
ing of boundary 
lines 
between 


•creameries is the best way to sub- 
stitute real cooperation in place of 
organized competition In 
collecting 


butterfat. "This means dividing up 
the country into areas tributary to 
each factory- Time and money is 
then 
spent by the patrons and 


creamery officers and employees ot 
"each plant to make their respective 
outputs good enough to pay them 
the best possible, instead of fighting 
other creameries for volume In or- 
der to excel by this means. 


"X*ss than 5 per cent of the to- 


tal butter out put in "Wisconsin in 
1925 was made on farms, thus leav- 
ing more than 95 per cent made in 
creameries. Creameries vary in size 
from less than 70,000 pounds of but- 
ter to as high as 2,500,000 pounds 
per year."*

In the opinion of Mr. Holmes, a 


successful flock must be fed a com- 
plete ration, given plenty of fresh 
clean water and every care 
that 


tends to maintain the body weight 
and health of the individual fowl. 


Sudden changes 
in temperature 


in our hen houses are to be avoid- 
ed as much as possible, so»we must 
see that our 
houses are in 
good 


shape, the specialist stated. "We do, 
of course, want good ventilation in 
our poultry houses, for that Is one 
good way of keeping the house dry, 
but we do not want ventilation sup- 
plied by a draft." 


It is highely important to feed a 


complete ration 
especially 
during 


the winter months when the flock 
is confined under unnatural condi- 
tions for egg production, he said. 


A complete ration, in the opinion 


of Mr. Holmes, must contain cer- 
tain amounts of animal proteins, 
carbohydrates, fats, minerals and 
vitamines, and an 
abundance of 


drinking water. 
"Feeding 20 per 


cent of animal protein In the mash 
mixture has given the most satis- 
factory results. Supplying the an- 
imal protein by the 
use of meat 


scraps, meat and bone meal, or a 
•ood grade of tankage or a combi- 
nation of some meat by-products 
with milk products either dried or 
condensed 
milks or 
some 
liquid 


milk to drink; the carbohydrates 
and fats to be supplied by home 
grown grains 
and grain 
by-pro- 


ducts. The use of sun cure alfalfa 
hay or clover fed in racks, or alfal- 
fa leaf meal In the mash is a good 
practice." 


The addition of 2 per cent of cod 


liver oil to the mash will undoubt- 
edly pay for itself in better 
eggs 


shell texture and increased hatch- 
ability of eggs and 
livability of 


chicks next spring. 


Feeding some high calcium car- 


bonate material such as oyster shell 
available at all times in hoppers that 
are located in a well lighted easily 
accessible place is 
necessary 
for 


good production, he stated. 


"The importance of an abundant 


supply of 
fresh, 
clean 
drinking 


water can be readily seen when we 
consider that in a dozen fresh eggs 
weighing a pound and a half, there 
is better than a pound of water, or 
in other words, there is a pint of 
water in a dozen fresh eggs and the 
flock must have an abundance of 
water to get good production." 


Mr. Holmes stressed the impor- 


tance of paying particularly atten- 
tion to the early 
hatched 
pullets 


that have been in quite heavy egg 
production during the 
early 
fall 


months. He pointed out that they 
are quite apt to go into either a par- 
tial or complete molt and stop en- 
tirely or materially slow down on 
egg production at this period thus 
causing the farmer's downfall from 
a standpoint of profit. 
"A bird in 


good condition can also withstand 
cold weather better and has a bet- 
ter chance of resisting the attack 
of the various disease germs.--" 


The moist mash, according to the 


"Ag" expert, has oftentimes been 
quite a successful means of keeping 
up the body weights of the pullets 
and hens. This mixture consists of 
two parts of ground yellow corn, one 
part standard middlings, one part 
ground barley mixed in enough skim 
milk or buttermilk 
to 
make It 


crumbly. 


"The prime purpose of using ar- 


tificial lighting is to K«t 
greater 


feed consumption, Mr. Holmes said. 
The use of artificial 
lighting 
to 


lengthen tlio laying hens' dny has

especially in cases of the late hatch- 
ed pullets, slow developing

ho declared. 


"For as much of our success or 


failure with the llock 
depends 
on 


what we do in December, let's, feed 
our flocl.s a complete ration. Give 
them plenty of clean, fresh water to 
tlrmk and maintain tlie body weight 
and health of our fioeks to get the 
most profit from them." Mr. Holmes 
concluded.

Although this 
feed is 


high in protein, it has lost some of 
Its popularity amonc: stockmen since 
various experiments have shown it 
to be much less valuable than lin- 
seed meal. 


Since 
cottonseed 
is 
generally 


cheaper than Unseed meal, farmers 
would reduce the coet of their feeds. 
Fuller added, if it could be added to 
the ration. 


A mixture of equal parts of cot- 


tonseed and linseed meals proved as 
satisfactory as the linseed meal it- 
sel.

lated more or less in the home and 
that measures be taken to provide

KEEP CHILDREN AWAY 


If the patient is a young child oth- 


er children should not be admitted 
to the room and the mother or nurse 
should take precautions not to spread 
the disease from the child to other 
persons.

such as hot tea or lemonade , or 
orangeade are comforting and sup- 
port 'his strength.

should have plenty of water. 


After the severe symptoms have 


subsided, he should be given plenty 
of food to restore his strength, since 
the disease produces prostration.
